We went to that 
location alone with other officers. V.'e searched the balcony and then wont 
to tho lovier floor. At this tir.e the suapcct v;as located. Officer IfcDonald 
wcB th« fir^^t one to hie. At this ti-:.e tho suspect hit ToDonald and drew 
'the pistol from his belt. At this tir;o I'yselT, Jerry Hill, Ray Hawkins and 
'another uniform officer converced on tho suspect. As we all becans involved 
in tho scuf.lo I observed tho Eiuzzle of the suspect's pistol pointing at mo. 
I grabbed the pistol and kept it in i.y poscesEion until I later released it 
to Jerry Hill. U'e took the suspect directly to HornicideJaobbery Bureau and 
there released Ma to Hondclda Offi ers. l.hilo in the process of attenpting 
to get to the suspoct Officer K.E. lyons spr:d.ned his left ankle.
